GIBLIN spoke on HARRY BRIDGES and Ms fourth trial plus 
an appearance recently before the HGM. GIBLIN stated that both 
his own father and grandfather had been longshoremen and that his 
father served as President of the Local ILWU before him c He continued 
that he met BRIDGES about 9 years ago and has come to recognize his 
greatness as they have worked together 0 Prior to that time he continued 
he was to the right of center politically and he now considers him- 
self center « He stated that because of BRIDGES his knowledge and 
understanding have increased, his patience is longer, his tolerance 
is wider and his sympathies are deeper* He^ described BRIDGES 
as being a man ahead of his time, with unusual breadth of vision 
whose unswirving loyalty for the working class man first and always 
and he has the uncanny ability to pick the one course (of action which 
will be best for everyone 0 GIBLIN stated he has seenithese qualities 
in BRIDGES in operation on many occasions and parti cu]krly recently 
when an attempt was made to create dissention within tpe union and 
downgrade BRIDGES. He stated the ILWU has a policy in which it has x ■ 
led other unions of seeing to it that a Just portion of profits 
from increased automation are returned to the men who operate the 
machines instead of having all profit go to the owners „ He stated 
that a wage negotiation is due soon and this will be a major point. 
He stated wages have always been high on the waterfront but Job 
security has been precarious. 

GIBLIN recalled the days of the 1934 strike in San Francisco. 
He stated he has just learned recently that his father and one JOHN . 
PINNIGAN were stationed to shootout large floodlights which covered 
the stockade where the scabs were guardedo He stated that the trials 
which he touched on only briefly have never succeeded in the deporta- 
tion of BRIDGES. He has always maintained an identical position that 
he is not and has never been a mepiber of the GP. He stated the govern- 
ment has never been able to prove otherwise. He stated the State . 
Department had to give him a passport. In a recent appearance be- 
fore the HCUA, BRIDGES for the first time took the 5th Amendment . 
He stated he did this on principle because the court gives this a 
50-50 chance but with the Committee hearing it was a different story. 
BRIDGES emerged from GIBLIN 11 s remarks as an able and shrewd leader 
completely dedicated in a crusade to better conditions for the working 
classes. Ihe Government in its repeated attacks was shown to be 
reactionary, blind and inept. 

WILLIAM B. MDRRISH began his exposition of the POWELL- 
SCHUMAN case with background data relating to the stress placed 
upon free speech by early American statesmen* He emphasized that 
citizens from the time of the U.S. Constitution have had a right 
to free speech and it is the duty of minority groups to express 
their opinions. 'Therefore j he stated the POWELLs and SGHUMANs were 
performing their duties as citizens in expressing their opinions in

which would prove the POWELLs said that money was spent on research 
in the field of biological warfare ♦ The Government also refused 
to produce transcripts of the Pan-Mau Jaung proceedings which would 
substantiate the claim that there was unnecessary delay* : v o : 

MURRISH continued that A e L. WXRIN went to China and secured 
testimony of aid to the case* The trial was called a mistrial and 
that there has been a new charge of treason involving the death 
penalty, is a tragicomedy involving a hysterical press, and the 
Government * s having picked up a statement made by the judge of 
of context and distortediifctoxfoiEa the basis of the second indictment.

"Mr* HUGH MAKES introduced Mrv GORDON GIBLIN of the 
I*L*W*U* Mr* GIBLIN said that before he became acquainted 
with HARRY BRIDGES he guessed he might have been called a 
conservative but since meeting and working with HARRY BRIDGES 
he has grown to a deeper understanding of purpose, humanity 
and understanding of people* H§ said tl^Sre was not a corrupt 
or inhuman bone in BRIDGES body* He said the government would

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"SHXFRA stated that she. was . is g@jne.ral agreement with 
the. content of the.'LHMER report. She said at the time she 
went to the national conference, the club of youth in Los 
Angeles took the position that they were in fawr of the 
re-establishment of a YOL or some similar type of Marxist 
youth organization.- However, when SKEFRA got to New 'York 
she founds she said, that .' she - was the only delegate taking 
this position, fme other comrades felt that this was not. 
a realistic proposal and. they proposed alternate form's '.for 
.-socialistic'. youth education, such as the holding of forums , 
debates, etc. 

"She said the national conference considered three 
main types of Party youth organization-. <§ne was a sort of 
loose -coordination of young comrades .who are active in' 
bourgeoisie -led . mass, youth . organizations, second was an 
organization somewhat similar to the old LYL, and third was 
a junior GP. 

"The Conference stressed the necessity of convincing 
the entire Party that the responsibility for youth work 
must not be left alone in the hands of the youth but must 
be made the property of the Party as a whole. 

"On, the West Coasts the proposals from the Youth 
€lub ares (1) that schools for youth cadre be established* 
and (2) that Party clubs make efforts to find an audience 
for -the delegates returning from the Youth Festival wherever 
possible, 

"In summary , she recommended? 

"(1) That the. form of youth, clubs be expanded and 
continued within the Party. 

"(2) That the. meeting endorse the eventual estab- 
lishment, of a national youth organization of socialist 
orientation. 

"(3) That assistance be given, to Party youth. for 
study , the organization of forums , etc. 

"That completed her reports 

"At this, point there was a motion to adjourn for 
lunch,, and it was agreed that on reconvening discussion 
would continue until approximately 3 s 00 p<,a„, after which 
the othe$ point on the agenda would be handled and the 
adjournment time would be' approximately 4?©© p.m. 
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"Hie first .speaker in the discus siom period follow- . 
ing lunch was. BAH BESSIE, . wk© identified himself ■ as a member 
■of tke Youth Club ' and said that he wanted to read portions 
of a document he' bad prepared for reading at the Youth Clubo 
In tke document he questioned 'the advisability of the L1MEH 
report in projecting the question' of what type of Party youth 
organisation should be set up at this time c He felt the 
raising of this question was. premature and that it might 
result, in the too-fast organisation of a form which .would 
hinder rather than help the organization .of the. youth <> 

"BESSIE, raised a question of the age.. level ©f youth 
and said that there are very few young youth in the Party 
organization* although he 'emphasized the necessity of drawing 
together. all those comrades who are anywhere near the 
youth movement for the purpose of discussing and reaching 
conclusions on this question*, He pointed ©ut that the age 
level in the Party is extremely high* and noted that the 
District Council. has an age level substantially lower than 
the Party membership as a whole . 

"He also stated that the Youth Club has 14 members 
and that 7 ?*ew ones had attended one meeting of the clubo 
At this point he was stopped by DOROTHY HEALBY^ who requested 
that he not mention any numbers 0 

"The second speaker was CAL iOiDMAN* who . spoke on 
the need to Identify with the existing youth movement and 
on that basis to determine what type .of youth organization 
would be most fruitful. 

"The third speaker was ELSIE M@MJAR ©n the question 
of ideological orientation of the youth <> quoting from the 
WALTER COOMBS speech. at. the recent conference of the Federa- 
tion of California Moments Clubs 0 Further on the need to 
have an adequate survey of both the contribution and weaknesses 
of all aspects of the previous youth movements „ Thirds a 
proposal to include a youth representative on both tke Trade 
Wnion Commission and the. Education Commission in order to 
guarantee tkat these two most important fields of Party work 
are in direct relation to and contact with the - youth of the 
Party . Fourths , on the question of trade unions 'and youth 
and the. necessity to develop an organized activity of, the, 
youth within the. trade union movement ^ and the responsibility 
of adult Communists to assist* 

"The fourth was, I 1 . . . (from the Valley) • He 

recommended that our orientation tee toward encouraging 
a federation of all youth' organizations*, bourgeoisie and fa 6 
progressive led, on a city^ state and national Itevel in 57c 
order to guarantee' .an adequate exchange of experiences and 
in .order t© provide a channel for influencing and organising 
the youth along major political issues. 
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"The fifth speaker was a Negro comrade, name unknown, 
age about 28, height about 5*11 % weight aromnd 17©* very 
dark skin* He urged- the attention ' of the entire Party 
organization to the problems ©f the youth and said/ *'fnless 
we plant" the seed, we will not ..harvest the crap* 5 '...He reminded 
the comrades that he who has the youth holds the -future. 

? * HENRY SAZE1 from , the. Echo Park Section said that 
that section had attempted to set up a youth club which 
failed to materialize because the. program the comrades ©n 
the section committee outlined for. the* club did not appeal 
to the young comrades and they refused to participate in 
'the clubo He commented on the necessity of young comrades 
to become involved in such activities as the Los Angeles 
School special committees and the American Legion- sponsored. 
Youth Legislature Movement 0 

W REVA MUCHA spoke on the role of parents and the 
problems of Party parents and Party youngsters 0 She said 
we need . to set up some parents 0 study groups in order to 
assist Communist parents in handling problems arising out 
of arrests, jail sentences, political isolation, and similar 
problems o She said these problems do not limit themselves 
to children who are still living at home, though these are 
frequently more acute, but there are continuing problems 
with youngsters from Communist homes who are married and 
have children of their own or who are living away from home 
for other reasons* 

"DOROTHY HEALEY spoke on the need to examine the 
continuity of a democratic education and traditions in the 
United States, and stressed the fact that the ties of Com- 
munists to the mass movement among the youth, as well as 
the adults, is the key role of the CP • She referred to the 
article by PETE PERRY in the District Bulletin to emphasise 
this point o She said we must develop one type of youth 
program for teenagers and an entirely different type of 
program for young adults 0 She stressed the importance of 
an adequate examination and estimate of previous youth 
movements and emphasised the points made by ELSIE in this 
regarded She said that all sections and clubs should 
discuss the questions around the youth in order to prepare 
for the youth conference which will be held in about six 
weeks 0 

"WALLY TALBOT spoke on the contradiction. of statistics 
and on the importance of a fluid and flexible approach. to 
the question of the youth movement, which is changing very 
rapidly as a result of the changing world and national 
situation,, 
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"MAX STEINBERG urged participation of Communist 
youth In the existing youth movement and urged "that' ad 
special organization be set up* at least at this time.. 

"I left the meeting at this point. SmbaeqmeBtly 
DOROTHY HEALEY called and said that the' discussion ended 
at this point and the conclusion ©f the meeting was an 
information report only by PETE PE1BY on the lessons and 
experiences of the election campaign,, particularly in the 
10th Councllmani© District."

On the evening of 6/29/59 SA G. G. BENJAMIN, JR. 
attended a meeting of the Teachers Defense Committee held 
at the. Music Box Theater, 7080 Hollywood Boulevard, Los 
Angeles, California. This meeting was under the chairmanship 
of Mrs. DOROTHY MARSHALL, official of the Citizens Committee 
To Preserve American Freedoms (CCPAF). 

A log reflecting activities observed by SA BENJAMIN 
has been made and will be maintained as a 1A exhibit In the 
subject file. This log stated as follows: 

"Los Angeles, C lifornia 
June 29, 1959 

"A meeting of the Teachers' Defense Committee 
was held at the Music Box Theater, 7080 Hollywood Boulevard, 
Los Angeles, California during the evening of June 29, 1959. 
The meeting was opened by Mrs. DOROTHY MARSHALL at about :"" : 
8:25 PM. She failed to properly use the microphone of the 
public address system and many persons in the audience kept 
calling to her that she could not be heard in the back of 
the auditorium. She said that 'we have to scream and shout' 
for our rights. She said that she was a 'wild-eyed dupe of 
the Bill of Rights' . 
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"Mrs. MARSHALL introduced AL WIRIN, saying that he 
was not a * beatnik* even though he did have a new beard. 
WIRIN said that his beard was not supposed to confuse DOROTHV 
MARSHALL, but rather was to fool J. EDGAR HOOVER and Chief 
of Police WILLIAM PARKER of Los Angeles. He said The 
American Civil Liberties ¥nion (ACLtf) would 'continue to 
challenge the HCUA* (House Committee on Un-American 
Activities),, He said that the Supreme Court decisions 
in the BARENBLATT and WILLARD UPHAUS cases were set backs 
that would be erased by the 1 sands of time 1 * He said 
that the f dlssents of today are the laws of tomorrow 1 . The 
Supreme Court Justices that are remembered today are those 
that were the great dissenters of yesterday, such as Justice 
HOLMES. Justice BLACK'S dissent In the BARENBLATT case 
was discussed at length by WIRIN, He said, r to paraphrase 
BLACK'S dissent. Communists and suspected Communists must 
be guaranteed the same rights as Socialists and Jef f ersonians 1 . 

"Following WIRIN' s discussion of the constitutional 
aspects Of the recent Si.ipT»ftfflft fimirt: rififil Klnmft DOROTHY 



MARSHALL introduced first and then Mrs. b6 



RUTH BISHOP, explaining that she was a kindergarten teacher b7C 
who had been subpoenaed to appear before the HCUA and 
who was arrested for allegedly assaulting the Long Beach 
police officer who served the subpoena upon her. 

"BISHOP said that she had not assaulted anyone. 
That she just happened to have a broom in one hand when she 
was given the subpoena in her other hand* She said she 
also was accused of using profane language, which she denied. 
She said that as the officer was backing down her front steps 
she dropped both the broom and the subpoena, but neither was 
dropped on the officer. She said that three hours later Long 
Beach police officers came to her school and placed her under 
arrest just before she was to commence her afternoon class of 
43 kindergarten pupils* She said she later learned this led 
to two groups of 43 distraught pupils, a distraught substitute 
teacher who had never taught a kindergarten class before and 
a completely exhausted school principal. She said she has 
received many letters, wires, and telephone calls from people 
all over the West who are behind her. She said that in fact 
one of the persons who had contacted her was from as far 
north as Portland, Oregon and was sitting in the audience 
tonight. 
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"She then gave the pitch for fimds, introducing 
as officers of The Teachers 5 Defense Committee/ FLORENCE 
SLOAT, Chairman; and ROBERT SCHLIHS <, She said that SLOAT 
was an art teacher who had studied in France on two 
different occasions and had been teaching for some 25 years • 
She said that SCHLIHS was a graduate of Denver University 
and had spent 30 years in the U, So Air Force • She then 
corrected her statement and said that he had been in The Air 
Force 30 months. That he held a California life credential 
to teach: either elementary school or junior college, and that 
he was now a professor of audio-visual education in a local 
junior college . Both SLOAT and SCHLIHS came on stage to 
acknowledge their introductions and they then went down and 
helped collect the contributions during the 'pitch 1 . 
During BISHOP 8 s talk she identified herself as a member of 
Executive Board of the Citizens Committee to Preserve 
American Freedoms « She said that the charge on her arrest 
had been changed to read 'use of force and violence 1 . She 
said she learned immediately following her release from 
jail that 109 other teachers had also been subpoenaed and : 
she was sorry Some or all the rest had not had brooms to use 
at the time their respective subpoenas had been received* 

"Just prior to MARSHALL'S introduction of BISHOP/ 
MARSHALL introduced LLOYD BARENBLATT as f one of our heros.V 
He spoke briefly about his case and stated that the HCUA~had 
8 besmirched the First Amendment' of the United States 
Constitution/ In MARSHALL'S Introduction of BARENBLATT 
she said that he had told her that he was unable to understand 
Congressman CLYDE DOYLE even though he (BARENBLATT) was a 
trained psychologist and a professor of psychology. 
According to MARSHALL, when BARENBLATT had completed his 
testimony before the HCUA, Congressman DOYLE allegedly came 
down and warmly shook BARENBLATT 's hand and in the same 
breath 'told him what a fine upstanding young American he was, 
and then added, "I intend to cite you for contempt of 
Congress" ! e BARENBLATT spoke extemporeneously regarding 
the historical aspects of his case. He kept referring to 
the HCUA as ^inquisitors 8 „ 

"After the 'pitch 1 DOROTHY MARSHALL introduced 
Dr* WILLARD UPHAUS as 8 a professor of religious education and 
thus you might correctly say an agent of a foreign power 1 • 
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"She explained that he came from an Indiana family of 
Methodists, adding that the CCPAP looked kindly toward 
Methodists since Rev. A. A. HEIST had been one of the 
original guiding forces in the formation of the CCPAP, She 
said UPHAUS obtained his Ph.D degree from Yale University 
and had been a professor there, 

"Dr. UPHAUS spoke briefly about his case and 
explained that he had refused to turn over the names of 
members of his World Peace Center to the HCUA to prevent 
innocent people from being subjected to persecution and 
fear. He said that regardless of what the State of New 
Hampshire thinks he is 'a long way from prison 1 s door 1 . 
He also said, 'They may imprison my body but never my 
spirit 1 . He read most of his speech, as had RUTH BISHOP 
in the presentation of her speech. Toward the end of his 
speech he said that he was not struggling alone, that his 
struggle was linked with the struggle of the Negro people 
for recognition and equality, with the struggle of the 
Puerto Rican people, and with the struggle of all minority 
groups and peace loving people everywhere. 

"Although PRANK WILKINSON did not appear on the 
stage at any time during the program it was noted that he 
was giving instructions to the ushers and aiding in the 
collection of contributions during the ♦pitch 1 . Before the 
program got started he was out in front of the theater giving 
instructions to people, as they arrived, telling them where J 
they might purchase tickets if they did not already have them. 
After the program both WILKINSON and ROBERT SCHLIHS were 
observed selling copies of a CCPAP publication, titled 
'We Dissent 1 in the outer lobby of the theater. 

"The entire theater was full with additional persons 
standing behind the last row of seats, in the doorways leading 
to the outer lobby and in the side exits. Among donations 
announced from the stage during the 'pitch 1 were $100 from 
'a doctor,' $25.00 from the Emma Lazarus Women's Clubs, 
The total of all contributions was announced as being in 
excess of $1400.00* The meeting concluded about 10:30 PM. 
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"Various handbills and pamphlets were handed out 
by persons Immediately in front of the theater or standing 
in the theater lobby, Including the following?

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"meeting * WIIKDISQH opened his talk by stating that he 
had a very negative report to give us in respect to recent 
happenings in Washington "tibich we no doubt had been reading

HARVEY points out the great difference 
between the situation now arid at the time of his fight with 
MC CARTHY. Then the witchhunt was front page news , aid he had no 
problem getting coverage and interest in his case. People were 
interested - they either hated MC CARTHY or they loved him, but 
at least they ciared. When he made a nationwide speaking tour 
there was no problem of getting turnouts, and more people than 
just the convinced came* Now he feels a nationwide speaking 
tour might be futile - people just don't care.^fe^ 

"So' one beautif ul morning this week HARVEY and JESSIE/ CARL and 
I sat ourselves down in the sunshine on the O'CONNOR front lawn 
and discussed what could be done. What we came up with is embodied 
in the enclosed memo - which I suggest you now pause and read.***j^ 

"I think this covers the general proposition, but I'd like to 
^ad for emphasis that all four of us feel that some such program 
(doubtless it cain be expanded and improved) is absolutly essential. 
We hope you will share with us this sense of urgency and that you 
will join with us in pushing these plans. Needless to say, we 
badly need your help. ^) 

"Specifically, I hope there is nothing in your relationship with 
ACLU that will prevent your joining with other First Ammendment 
defendants in an effort qf this kind. If there is, FRANK, I 
sincerely think* you should rediscuss the whole matter with somebody 
like ROWIiAND: WATTS and come to a different agreement. I mention 
this because I seem to recall your saying something about them 
handling all our publicity. If this is the understanding, I 
think it's wrong and unfair and I think you should attempt to 
convince them of it. After all, you are the one who is going to 
jail - not them, it seems to me entirely unethical to tie a 
defendant's hands in this way. They didn't attempt to do it in 
CARL's case in Louisville. There they handled the appeal in toto, 
but it was clearly understood that; their baliwick was legal problems) 
and we would handle the public relations. 

"You will note that by proposing to set up an independent organiza- 
tion of defendants we are attempting to avoid any reluctance anyone 
might have to j'oin an effort affiliated with an existing organiza- 
tion they don't care for. We think the First Ammendment defendants 
should be in a position similar to that we were Tn as defendants 
in the Louisville case - where we were the property of no organiza- 
tion but sought help from all of them. 

"To belabor the above line of thought, I'm sure it's perfectly

We don't hold ' 
out too' much hope that it can keep you and HARVEY and CARL out 
of jail, as that is probably in the cards/ but at least it should 
accomplish enough so that when you go to jail you can feel you 
are going for an effective purpose. If we don't break through 
the publicity barrier, I fear you will all feel you are cooling 
your heels in prison in futility. 

"In re details: on the matter of a coordinator (as mentioned 
in memo) a possibility that bccured to us is BILL PRICE. He's 
a former newspaper man you know, and should be able to write 
press* releases papers will use. He's a First Ammehdmerit case - 
although I believe his trouble was with the " Eastland Committee, 
wasn't it? HARVEY thinks he's been doing some publicity work on 
a paid basis for the United Socialist outfit in New York and if 
this is so, he uiight be available to take on this job at only a 
part salary. JgSSIE said she would try to raise some money to 
enable an organization of defendants to pay a coordinator - at 
least a part salary. We'll of course also have to raise some 
money for actual publicity expenses, but I wouldn't think this 
would be a formidable amount. 

"Anyway, I've written BILL PRICE to see if I can see him when I 
stop in New York August 28 and 29 on the way home and I'll explore 
the matter with him. If that doesn't work out we also discussed 
the possibility of whether you might take on this publicity job - 
would the Citizens Committee perhaps release you and continue to 
pay you at least part of your salary, since this fits in exactly 
with its program and purposes. 

"Or do you have other suggestions as to a coordinator? We feel 
it is essential that there be some single person with primary 
responsibility of this kind. Otherwise the job just won't get 
done. We discussed the idea, but abandoned it, of CARL taking 
off for 2 years with SCEP and doing it. Looking at it objective 1 
and not with just wifely pride (I hope) I think he could do a 
hangup job on a thing of this kind. /g\

A concern for the preservation 
of civil liberties inside and out-

.student Richard Perle and As- 
sistant Professor of Cinema Mel- 
vin Sloan, the organization will 
hold its third meeting on Wed- 
nesday at 4:45 p.m.. in 108 Cine- 
ma Building. 

Discussion Groups 
Acting as director of the 
group, Perle said that student 
chapters can make valuable con- 
tributions through programs of 
discussion and explanation, de- 
signed to make the public aware 
of the status of student civil 
liberties. ■ * 

"We hope this year to sponsor 
conferences, seminars, debates 
and discussions on. issues vital 
to our individual freedoms/* he 
stated. 

Sloan, faculty adviser, empha- 
sized that the gradual loss of 
Student freedoms through apathy 
is a very real and very grave 
problem to the ACT J I Tie gelded 
that, while in its formative 
stages, the SC chapter wttl need 
the support of many students. 

The ACLU believes that stu- 
dents should be offered oppor- 
tunity to participate in the total 



work of the educational insti- 
tution.

Vague Standards 

Conversely, vague standards 
such as "the best interest of the 
college," and vague procedures 
such as provision merely for a 
"hearing" when a wrong has 
been committed should be re- 
placed by exact and detailed 
statements. 

Wherever reasonable and pos- 
sible, the ACLU will encourage 
students to participate in the 
formulation of such statements, 
Perle explained. 

There" are four' principal 1 areas 
of student initiative and organ- 
ization in which the /principles 
just listed are most often tested 
against the problems which arise. 
• "Student government, along 
with student organizations and 
the students generally/ should be 
free, withoul; penalty, to discuss, 
pass resolutions and take other' 
lawful action, respecting any 
matter which directly or indi- 
rectly concerns or affects' .them 
as construed in the widest sense, 
within the bounds of common 
decency. 



The Academic Freedom Com- 
mittee of the ACLU recognizes 
the" complexity of the problem 
of maintaining a reasonable free- 
dom of the press with regard to 
college newspapers and publica- 
tions 

Free Press 

While practices in colleges, 
vary, there seems to, be a gen- 
eral relatiorlship between the 
administrative authorities and 
the student publication, Perle 
asserted. 

1. The students maintain an 
independent publication electing 
their own staff, free to deter- 
mine their own news and edi- 
torial policies. 

2. There exists a publication 
whose staff is elected by meth- 
ods designated by, and subject 
to, the approval of a student- 
faculty committee. 

Critical Tension 

"It is obviously in the first of 
these categories that the gi*eat- 
est tension may arise, and it is 
equally obvious that only in 
the two categories can the stu- 
dent 3 body get the practice in 
excercising the kind of freedom 
that American institutions of 
higher learning should endeavor 
to exemplify. 

"If a college chooses to have 
a controlled press it' must be 
mindful that it makes the in- 
stitution responsible for all .im- 
maturities and inaccuracies that 
are often • characteristic of un- 
dergraduate journalism/' Perle 
said.

"The meeting was opened by ROBERT VOGEL and he introduced 
EASON MONROE who gave a short outline, saying that "because 
of the many problems which are arising ir the community, 
mostly Mexican and Negro communities, involving police 
practices, it has been decided by the ACLU to bring certain 
key people together from these communities to discuss this 
problem to see if something could be done . Much work has 
been done in the past on police practices and it is felt 
that the time has arrived for some action. 

,f Also, in the Los Angeles Police Dept. there is no place 
where any private citizen can have a hearing on "his police 
grievances without going to the Police Dept. itself, this 
being controlled by the police. 

"EASON MONROE continued by saying that the main thing he felt 
was that a bill or ordinance should be passed which deals 
with this question of the citizens having a chance to take 
their grievances before a citizens board. 

"The Police Review Board of Phila he continued, will be the 
type of thing that the ACLU is striving to get here in L*A. 
The City Council of Phila. when thjls was first introduced, 
did not pass it, but the Mayor of Phila. before he was 
elected to office was working on this program & upon his 
election put this prograjm into effect.

"The other attorney present was ARTHUR A, BROOKS, Jr., a 
Jewish lawyer who handled several police brutality cases. 
One being a person who. had been arrested 60 times and who 
was continually being harrassed by the Police. This man 
had come to Mr, BROOKS fcrhelp. 

"MANUEL SANZ, a Mexican attorney on the Eastside and presi- 
dent of the LATIN UNION FOR LATIN AMERICANS COUNCIL, said 
he belonged to the GI FORUM "and the COUNCIL OF MEXICAN- 
AMERICAN AFFAIRS and had just been appointed to the 
COUNTY BOARD ON HUMAN " RELATIONS/ in the civil rights divi- 
sion. No cases of brutality had come before this commis- 
sion and no one knows that their' functions as a commission 
will be to look into these cases, although most of the 
brutalities which are being spoken of are in the City and no 
doubt this commission, although in the County, could make 
recommendations to the City. 

"He also related that he handled another case where a deputy 
sheriff dragged a young man out of bed at his home where 
a fight ensued between him & his father and that case had 
come to court before Judge Stevens „ & he had gotten into 
the record the injuries of the 16 year old boy. 

"Mr. SANZ said these were the only two cases he had handled 
on police brutality but he was very interested in this 
problem. He said he cannot join any committee of the ACLU 
officially because of his relationship with this new 
appointment, but he will cooperate with this committee. 

"ROBERT VOGEL then said that certainly we could all go on 
relating police brutality cases for quite some time but this 
was not the object of the meeting tonight; The object of 
the meeting was to start some kind of immediate action to 
develop a long range program.
